To His Excellency, Governor Miguel A. Otero: 


Sir: Inaccordance with the provisions of the Compiled Laws 
of New Mexico, of 1897, requiring a report from the librarian 
to the governor whenever called on, and a report to the legis- 
lature by the first day of its session, the librarian of the ter- 
ritorial library submits the following report: 

The law library has been added to, until now it makes a very 
satisfactory working library. Of the more important ad- 
ditions during the past year are a set of New Hampshire Re- 
ports anda reprint of English Reports, which will be com- 
plete in about 150 volumes. This will comprise a full set from 
the “Year Books" down to law reports (1865), and will furnish 
all that is necessary in that line of reports. At present 46 vol- 
umes are out. 

There are still lacking nearly full sets of North Carolina 
and Louisiana. The other sets of reports are quite complete, 
excepting rare volumes, which are out of print and cannot be 
obtained. The trustees will soon begin to purchase text 
books, of which at present there is only a meager set of old 
editions of old books, most of which are not very useful to- 
day. However, the encyclopedias with their late editions 
coming out continuosly, fill a long felt need of former years. 
The library is on the subscription lists of all the important 
encyclopedias that are now being published. 


To this report is appended a table showing the books in the’ 


law library. A catalog of the law books can be made ready 
for the printer on short notice, there being need of only a re- 
comparison to bring it down to date. It was hoped that by 
this time it could have been printed, but the appropriation 
available for that purpose, was entirely too inadequate. In- 
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surance, freight charges, etè., were more than sufficient t; 
consume all that was appropriated for such uses. Could the 
legislature see fit to be more liberal in this regard, printed 
copies of the law catalog could soon be furnished to th Ж 
public. 

The federal and state documents of various kinds, which ` 
do not belong tothe law department, are still stored in the 
basement of the capitol building, which has become more 
than ever congested. Only an estimate can be given of the 
number of volumes there. 

It is hoped that the books in the basement can be arranged 
in some way on the shelves so as to preserve their order, 
and that a catalog of those books can also be made, to be 
printed together with the catalog of the law books.
